He had been the terror of the city up to the
time when he escaped out of the clutches of the
law by breaking through a posse of Mayor
Fox's Democratic pollcemen, and fled to New
York. It would be quite Impoesible to specifly
even Lhe more notorioug of the crimes he has
commitied here.

Iln New York he carried himself with the
same diedain of all law and order that he had
manifested here, shooting, stabbing, punching,
robblng, whenever an opportunity presented
iteelf.

His last achievement was an attempt to kill
‘“‘Reddy the Blacksmith,” but as all villains are
sald to have as many livesas acat, Reddy recov-
ered. By the following epecial despateh which we
have just received, it will be seen that these two
roughe resumed thelr vendetta this morning,
wnd, according to its contents, Jimmy 18 mor-
tally wounded.

New Yong, Jan. 95.—James Ilagererty, o
notorious charneter, was shot early this morn-
ing by Willinm Varlay, better known as “'Raddy
the Blacksmish,” in 8 saloon at the corner of
Brondway and IHouston street, and is mortally
wonnded. Haggerty first fired three shots al
Varley without effect, when hix opponent re-
turned spiritedly, and Jimmy went down, It is
thought e cannol possibly racover.
